PETER AND JOHN IN SAMARIA 


1, Preaching the Word Everywhere 
(v. 4). ‘ 

After the stoning of Stephen, the 
enemics of the Lord were more active 
than ever in their efforts to stainp 
out the new faith. With Saul as their 
leader they rushed back to the city, 
dragged from their homes and im- 
prisoned those who confessed Christ, 
In this the devil overreached himself, 
for the believers took flight. and went 
everywhere preaching the word, The 
time had come ior the witness-beariig 
to extend beyond Jerusalem and Ju- 
dea. Preaching was not confined to 
the twelve. The Lord thus makes the 
devil's wickedness to further his own 
purpose. Frequently, in the hour of 
trial, Christians see more clearly their 
duty and bestir themselves to perform 
it. If Christians will not move on, 
the Lord will_shove them on 
Il, Philip Preaching the Gospel in 

Samaria (vv. 5-13). 

Hitherto the gospel had 
only Jews; now its scope broadens 
and a Jew is preaching to Samaritans, 
and Samaritans are rejoicing in the 
gospel of Christ proclaimed by a Jew. 
His preaching was fruitful for multi- 


tudes believed his message, Much joy} 


in this Samaritan city followed the re- 
ception of the message. Both Samar- 
itans and Jews were looking for 
Christ, so they were glad to know that 
the Christ had come. Christ is the 
one name and person who will break 
down race prejudice, In him there 
1s unity and real brotherhood, for he 
is the universal man. The only hope 
of the world is Clfrist, 

So great was Philip’s success that 
Simon Magnus professed faith and 
was baptized.

The church at Jerusalem sent two 
of its best men to encourage the work. 
They discerned that the Spirit had not 
yet fallen upon the believers, so they 
laid hands upon them and the Spirit 
was given unto them, These Samuri- 

is were feally converted, regener- 
ated, but had not yet been filled with 
the Spirit's gift. Believers should 
seck the Spirit's gift at once, for this 
will exclde the interests of the world. 
|The mission of Peter and John shows 
the unity of the church—the mother 
church gave sanction to the new work 
in Samaria, Much of the work of the 
modern evangelist is a failure be- 
cause it is not properly followed up 
by those who will instruct and bring 
the converts into relationship with the 
living church, 

IV, Simon's Wicked Request (vv. 18- 
24). 

When Simon saw that the power of 
_Peter exceeded that which he pos- 
sessed, and that it was received 
through the laying on of hands, he of- 
fered money for the gift. This act re- 
veals the hypocrisy of this man. He 
professed faith and was baptized, fol- 
lowing after them for a selfish end. 
To desire and seck the gift of the Spi- 
rit for selfish aggrandizement is to be 
guilty of Simon’s sin. All traffic in 
sacred things has been called “Sim- 
lony,” from the name of this sorcerer, 
Peter told Simon that he had neither 
part nor lot in this matter, that he 
should repent of his wickedness and 
pray to God for forgiveness, He re- 
quested Peter‘to pray for him, 

Simon. practiced the art of sorcery 
for gain and influence. Now that he 
found his profits diminishing and his 
influence waning, he endeavored to ac- 
quire new power. All persons who

'D. L. BRERETON GIVEN | 
MASONIC. FUNERAL

Ow ng to the ‘eater for extra 
copies of the Call containing the 
wppended it is reproduced api n 
this issue: 


The news of the sudden death of 
David LD Brereton, or as he wae 
more generally known aiid greeted 
—Dave Brereton, came as a pain 
ful shock to his many friends on 
Monday evening 12th inst. 

Early on Monday :afternoon hy 
had ridden to the wast end of th 
reserve to examine certain cattl 
brands and was returning home 
when his horse slippel an fell 
throwing his rider several feet in 
front of him and on to the frozen 
ground, fracturing tha, skull anc 
rendering him senseless, He was 
obgérved later by the crew of 1 
freight train and tended with every 
care and taken to Calgary but he 
expire. before the ambulance could 
reach the hofpital. M sonic friends 
were with him in those last mo- 
ments, and did all for his poor 
hody that friendship could think of, 

Dave Brereton caine out from 
Ireland with his father, Captain J 
W. Brereton, about 43 years ago, 
that is to say whan Dave was only 
10 years of age. His father settled 
in Manitoba, and sent Dave to St 
John’s College, Winnipeg, which 
yas under the able mastership of 
the present Primate of the Anglican 
vhurch in the Dominion, the Most 
Rev. Dr, 8S. P. Matheson. He left 
school at about 15, and came weat 
in (882, with a surveying party, 
which camped within a mile of the 
present town of Gleichen, and here, 
in this district’ fe has been ever 
jince. After a few years of survev- 
ing, he joine! the big [. G. Biker 
firm, which wus -then contracting 
for the regular beef supply on our 
{nidlian reserves, in these pirts, and 
Dave thus entered upor the cow- 
noy life of this country, He con 
tinued with the firm for several 
years, until an opening was offsred 
iin by Mr John Dafoe of the 2 
Bar Ranch, and for two and a-half 
yeurs Dave was his trasty and re- 
pected foreman. 

In 1896 he married Margaret Mar- 
tin, of the Rosebud, who has been 
t true he'pmnate to hin all these 
vears, In 19J7 he joined the staff 
f the Departinent of [ndian affairs 
at the Blickfoot Agency, as their 
stockman, and it was in the faith- 
‘ul discharge of his duty there he 
lost his life 

As a prominent and accomplished 
member of the Masoaic ordor, and 
of the Alberta Chapter of the Order 
of the Kastern Star, he will be 
greatly missed; but his memory will 
be long cherished by all who knew 
him intimately. ( 

His body was laid to rest in tho 
Gleichen Union Cemetery on Thurs- 
day atteraoon in the presence of 
one of the largest and most impress- 
ive gatherings we have seen here. 

He leaves a widov, an eller son 
(the younger one died suddenly 
only a few weeks ago) and two 
daughters in our midst, a mother 
and sisthr in England, and two 
brothers, 01¢ in Vancouver, who 
was present at the funeral and the 
other in the United States to mourn 
his logs, and we can assure them (if 
it were necessary to say so) of the 
deepest sympathy of the entire com- 
munity. 

The whole of the funeral arrange- 
ments were taken over by the Glei- 
chen Masonic Lodge, and the way 
in which they carried them out 
gave pleasure to themselves and 
met with the hearty approval of all 
others. They felt they had indeed 
yoat a brother and they sought to do 
the pu t of brothers Special ack- 
nowledgement is due to the Wor- 


shipful Muster, T. H. Beach, for 
the able way in which he organized 
everything and the large share of 
work he did, 

The lodge room was prepared for 
the occasion, ancient custom. In 
the centre stood the catafalque, and 
under its can py rested the casket 
with the remains \of tho departed 
brother, The catafalque and the 
thvee principal chairs were can: 
opied in purple and black. The 
draping, which was tastefully done, 


svith peculiar pathos, 


wis kindly undertaken Mr. 
Dunswore. 

A perfect bank Of fl wars rose in 
front of the eastern diis and eov- 
ered also the Mis onic altar. 

Others, from ths near relatives 
and the fraternal orders with which 
the deceased brother was connected, 
reated on or at either end of the 
cusket. 

Toe insigna of the brother's rank 
in Masonic circles—as a Pastinaster 
in Masonery and as secretary of the 
local chapter | of the 0.4.8 —were 
‘iuher attached to his eoat or lay 
apou the casket. The funeral rites 
y yin in private and were conduct- 
d by Most Worshipful 8. Y. Tay- 
for, Vast Grand Master and now 
Grand secretary of the Masonic 
O der in this province, who, along 
woh R. W. Bro. Downey, had so 
ve \erously come down to our assist- 
arse in our sorrow. R. W, Bro. 
A. R, Yatea and V. W' Bro. Dun- 
cau McBean assisted M. W. Bro 
Tiylor, as Grand Lodge officers. 

At 2 p.m. the doors were thiown 
open and the mourners admitted 
and given a secluded corner in the 
south east angle of the lodge room. 
Then the representatives of the Al: 
berta Chapter of the O.K.S. -with 
Mrs. Blair and Mrs, Savage, Grand 
Lodge officers from Calgary, at 
Calgary, at their head, filed into 
their reserved seats, and in a few 
moments the hall was filled to over- 
flowing. As soon as stillness pre- 
vailed, the familiar service of the 
Anglican communion, of which the 
deceased brother .was a mem'er, 
was couducted by his friead, the 
Rev. Canon Stocken, who also spoke 
of the high character of the depart- 
e! and was followed by Rev. R. N. 
Metheson, who pointed the lesson 
forthe occasion, 

‘Then the Masonic Grand Lodge 
officers took over the ceremonials 
and in the very impressive langauge 
of their ritual closed the lolge room 
service, After the worshipers and 
the mourners: had taken their last 
loos at the familiar features of our 
deeply respected brother, the pall- 
beprers—Brotheggs, H, Scott, BD 
Hurdwick, J. Clark, H.W.G. Stock- 
en, Duncan McBean and W. Fer-

guion, acting for R. Sykes—who 


were old time friends of the de- 


cer 3ed, bore the casket to the hearse 


(made for the occasion by the maat- 
er of the lodge T; H. Beach) which 
was waiting outside. 


Chen the procession, headed by 
the R, N. W. M. P. detachment 
moved slowly forward under the 
guidance of Bro. W. Walsh director 
of ceremonies. The Masons in 
their regalia and the ladies of the 
Eastern Star in their’s added to the 
impreasiveness of the occasion, as 
also did the long queue of of Black- 
foot Indians, But to some of us, 
the deceased brother's black charger 
(his favorite horse) unridden but 
saddled, and led by his sincere 
friend Mr John dafoe, appealed 
As the pro- 
cession reached the cemetery and 
fell into position round the grave 
tha @rand Lodge officers again led 
the service, and when the Masonic 
brethern had performed their last 
beautiful rites, the ladies of the 
Eastern Star passed slowly around 
the grave dropping their flowers and 
evergreens into it,and Canon Stock- 
en offered their final prayer and 
pronounced the blessing. The pro- 
ce‘sion reformed for its return to 
the lodge room, leaving the deceas- 
eo brother’s body resting there ‘‘in 
aure and certain hopa’’, for ‘‘the 
trimpet shall sound and the dead 
hill be raised.’’

Camouflage 


During the progress of the Great 
War a new word becaine incorporated 
into the vocabularies of the English- 
speaking people—the word “camou- 
flage.” It is a word denoting decep-} 
tion, the making of things to appear 
what they are not, the art of disguise. 
So we had ships with dummy funnels 
and masts and painted in the most 
Startling fashion so that it was diffi- 
cult to tell wether there was one ship 
or two, and whether it was moving 
east or west. Roads were treated so 
that it was difficult to say from the 
air whether they existed or not. Guns 

nd airdromes and buildings were so 
marked that at a distance it was im- 

~possiblé to separate them from the 
surrounding- landscape. So, in war, 
camouflage was developed almost to 
an art and attained a high degree of 
ingenuity, cleverness,’ and in mantiy 
ways was successful in the accom- 
plishment of the purposes for which 
it was designed. It was, however, all 
a part of war strategy. 

Unfortunately, there is too mich 
practice of camouflage in the every- 
day business of life. It permeates ev-! 
erything, and men, and women, too, 
who would not for one moment stoop 


tration of-an openly dishonest act, 


camouflage with the intention of de- 
ceiving and promoting something es-} 
sentially dishonest. 

In the realm of sport it is more ot 
less frankly indulged in, For example, 
\n connection with professional base- 
ball there is an understanding in the 
Western League that a certain salary 


\tempt is made to enforce it,

abnormal profits, stocks are watered 
amounts written off as depreciation 
Without warrant, capital expenditures 
treated as legitimate current costs of 
doing business, reserve funds create | 
for purposes to which they will never 
be put.

Licut.-Col. W. E. Date, command- 
ant of the camp for alien enemies at 
Kapuskasing, states that while the 
U.S. newspapers had made much ado 
about shipment of ‘several hundred 
“reds” -to Europe, the Canadian gov- 
ernment had been carrying on this 
work quictly but effectively for over 
a year past. During the past yeaf 
well over a thousand alien enemies 
had been shipped from Canada and 
more were yet to go, They included 
Austrians and Germans chiefly, and a 
certain number of Russians. These 
parties were sent under guard to 
Rotterdam or other ports, from which 
easy access cou'd be secured to cen- 
tral European points, 

About one hundred of the Winni- 
peg “reds” had been deported, who 
had been gathered in during the 
troubles at Winnip g last June by the 
Royal Northwest Mounted —Police, 
and sent on in batches to Kapuskas- 
ing, whence they were shipped across 
the Atlantic.

Licut,-Col. Date said there were at 
present only about a hundred alien 
enemies left at Kapuskasing together 
with a few hundred in camps in other 
parts of the country who would be 
sent honie at the carliest opportunity.
